The peace of the state has been maintained; we have 
been blest with bountiful harvests, and all our industries já 
are in a satisfactory condition. l i 

-The vast amount of mineral wealth in our state, hith- 
erto undeveloped, has invited capital from abroad sebking 
profitable investment, and resulted in projecting several S 
lines of railroad, some of which are now -in- progress ‘of |: 
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construction, and others confidently expected to be con- 
structed in the near future. The roads now constructing 
pass through interior counties, rich in minerals and tim- 
ber, and when completed, will add largely to our material 
wealth and prosperity. 

The heads of the several departments of the state gov- 
ernment, and boards of your several state institutions, 
have laid before you their biennial reports, containing 
full details of their operations during the past two years, 
and their requirements for the future. 

As these reports are full upon all the heads to which 
they relate, I can not hope to add anything new or of 
special interest to them, but present a brief summary of 


matters of importance contained in them. 


FINANCE. 


The report of the Auditor contains a statement of the 
finances for the two years ending September 30,1882. My 
message of last winter gives a statement for the year 
ending September 30, 1881. It is therefore only neces- 


sary now, to give a summary for the fiscal yéar ending 
September 30, 1882:

It will be seen from the Auditor’s report that it was 
necessary for the state to borrow the sum of $80,000 for 
the fiscal year ending September 30, 1881, to meet a cas- 
ual deficit in the Treasury for that year, of which sum 
$50,000 has been repaid with interest. And that for the 
„year ending September 30, 1882, it became necessary to 
~ borrow the further sum of $110,000, showing an aggregate 
of loans for these years unpaid of $140,000. 

Your attention is invited to the estimates furnished by 
the Auditor to the Legislature for these years. It will

This increase over theestimates for the year was mainly 
due to the fact that a much larger amount was paid into 
the Treasury for County and District taxes due from rail- 
roads, and for County and District taxes due upon delin- 


quent lands redeemed at the Auditor’s office, than was ex- 


pected.

The actual receipts at the Treasury were but little in 
excess of the estimates, yet the appropriations for each 
year were largely in excess of the estimates. 

During the past year, charges of mismanagement of the 
finances have been made, and also of a misapplication of 
the school funds of the state. I beg leave to submit the 
following statement : 

By reference to the report of Auditor Thomas Boggess, 
made to the Legislature in January, 1871, it appears that 
on the first day of October, 1870, there should have been 
in the Treasury, page five of his report, as follows:

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It will thus be seen that the entire revenues of the State 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1870, applicable 
to pay appropriations, had been exhausted, and $60,528.34 
of the school funds had been taken to pay general charges 
on the Treasury. Of this sum the Auditor says $34,- 
968.17 was of the ‘general school fund, and $25,560.17 was 
of the irreducible school fund. . 
~ The Auditor further says: “ The said sum of $60,528.34 
was used to meet the extraordinary appropriations made 
at the last session of the Legislature, which exceeded the 
Auditor’s estimate by more than $130,000.” 

This use of the irreducible school funds was in direct 
Violation of the first section of Article 10 of the Constitu- 

tion of 1863, (the Constitution then in force,) which re- 
quired said fund to be “invested under such regulations 
as may be provided by law in the interest bearing secu- 
rities of the United States or of this state.” 

By reference to the report of Auditor Bennett, (who 
succeeded Auditor Boggess,) made to the Legislature in 
January, 1872, on page 7 of his report, the Auditor says: 
“The annual report of the Anditor for the year 1870, ex- 
hibited the fact that the general state fund was indebted 
to the school funds in the sum of $60,528.34, which grew 
out of the use of said funds in the payment of the ordi- 
nary appropriations, which should be paid out of the funds 
raised for general state purposes. It will be seen from 
the report of this year, that the amount of this indebted- 
ness has been materially. reduced.” The amount of the 
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reduction was $4,037.70. The Auditor then recommends 
that a special tax of five cents on each $100 valuation of 
the property of the state be levied to pay the residue of 
said deficiency, viz.: $56,490.64. 


This recommendation was not complied with by the | 


Legislature. The Auditor, on page 7 of his next report, 
made to the Legislature in January, 1873, says: “The 
amount of the Treasury’s indebtedness to the school fund 
at the close of the last fiscal year was $56,490.64, while 
that of the previous year was even greater than that 
amount, This indebtedness is now entirely discharged 
leaving the school funds unimpaired.” 

It was not discharged by reason of any special tax laid 
for the purpose, it was paid by the Auditor out of the gen- 
eral state fund, the fund raised for the current expenses 
of the state government. The appropriation of so large 
a sum from this fund, which, at the time, was barely suf- 
ficient to pay the expenses of the “government caused a 
deficiency in that fund which deficiency has existed ever 
since. l 

The state, to meet this deficiency, was compelled to 
borrow from time to time certain sums of money, which 
it did from the “school fund.” The state did not appro- 
priate this fund to its wants without paying interest fol- 
lowing the precedent herein referred to; on the contrary 
being in want of money and the commissioners of the 
school fund having the money to invest, the state bor- 


rowed of the commissioners the sums following:

For the several sums above mentioned the bond of the 
state was duly executed and the interest thereon has been 
fully paid and distributed in the manner prescribed by 
law. "0 

The constitution provides that the principal of this 
fund may be invested in the interest bearing securities 
of the state, and that the interest only should be distribu- 
ted. No part of the general school fund has at any time 
since 1871 been used for general state purposes, but the 
same has always each year, at the time prescribed by 
law, been distributed as required.. 

In the years 1870, 1871, 1872 and 1873 an additional 
tax of five cents on the $100 valuation was levied for the 
further construction of the Hospital for the Insane. This 
tax was not assessed for the year 1874, nor has the same 
been assessed for any year since then. e

Thus, since 1875, $332,000 of extraordinary appropria- 


tions have been made, to be paid out of the general treas- 
ury without any provision being made to increase the 
revenue ; on the contrary the additional tax above men- 
tioned for construction of state buildings was taken off 
and a deficiency was the consequence. 

The reports of the auditor heretofore referred to show 
that the revenues were: barely sufficient >to meet the 
charges on the treasury, independent of these appropri- 
ations. 

The taxable values of the state have not increased in 
proportion to population.

By the census of 1870, the population of the state was

442,014. In1880 it increased to 618,443, an increase of 


nearly forty per cent., yet the assessed value of the personal 

property in the state in 1871, was greater than in 1881 
| by more than $3,000,000, and the assessed value of the 
land in 1881, was greater than in 1871 by about $10,000,- 
000.00. Showing a net gain in real and personal prop- 
erty of about $7,000,000, on $136,000,000, or a little over 
five per cent. in ten years. 

These figures would seem to indicate that the large im- 
migration to this state in the last ten years, has added 
nothing to our wealth in personal property. 

This cannot be true; we have all around us the evi- 
dence of growth and prosperity. The last census testi- - 
fies to the large number of farms that have been opened ` 
up and to the large increase of agricultural productions, | 
In the mining districts there is also a large increase of 
production. Railroads have been built to mining dis- 
tricts, affording means of transportation to market—not 
only of our minerals, but also of timber—which hereto- 
fore has been valueless. The subjects of taxation and 
their values to-day are greater than in any former year. 
If our revenue officers would perform their duties, no 
such exhibit would be made as is disclosed in the fore- 
going tables. : 

Whilst our population has been increasing the neces- 
sary. expenses of government have also increased. In 
1871 the appropriation for criminal charges was $24,000 
- 1881 it was $55,000. 
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In 1871 the appropriation for the insane was $31,000: 
[n 1881 there was appropriated for like purpose $83,000. 
Other subjects of charge upon the general treasury have 
‘increased in like proportion. With such increase in the 
charges upon the treasury, with so small an increase in 
the aggregate of values, it is not surprising that the rev- 
enues are not sufficient. 

The charges of mismanagement are not well founded. 
Nor has there been any misapplication of the revenues, 
_ Had the extra five cents on the $100 valuation, which 
had been levied from 1870 to 1873, inclusive, and which 
was levied for the purpose of paying for our public build- 
ings, been. retained, there would have been no deficiency 
even upon the reduced value of our taxable property. 

The country, at the time this special tax was taken off, 
was passing through an era of great depression. The 
Legislature at that time thought it best to afford as much 
relief as possible to the people, and in its wisdom discon- 
tinued the levy. It should have omitted at the same 
time making appropriations for public buildings, which 
this tax was designed tomeet, Whenthe appropriations 
herein referred to were made, the demands for the same 
were regarded as imperative. The costs of administering 
the government were increasing as our population in- 
creased, the sources of revenue were decreasing, and 
hence the necessity of borrowing to meet the deficiency. 


HOSPITAL FOR THE INSANE. 


The report of the directors of the Hospital for the In- 
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sane shows that the affairs of this institution are in a 
satisfactory condition. l 
- The buildings are now completed according to the orig- 
inal plan, and we now have an asylum for this most un- 
fortunate class of our citizens. second to none in the 
Union. i 
For the first time the asylum affords accommodations 
for all entitled to admission therein. AH applicants 
have been received and admitted up to the time of. the 
making of the report, except seven ; and these have long 
since been admitted, and are now properly cared for, 
With the report of the directors is the report of the su- 
perintendent, containing a full statement of the manage- 
ment of the asylum with recommendations of appropria- 
tions to be made for the current expenses thereof, for the 
fiscal years ending September 30, 1883, and September 
30, 1884, and also for the necessary furniture, repairs, 
etc. The recommendations of the superintendent are en- 
dorsed by the board Your attention is especially called 
to the report of the superintendent, as it coutains full in- 
formation under appropriate heads of the needs of the 
asylum, prepared with great care. I need hardly add to 
what is so forcibly said by him, that a structure so large 
` as this is, expensive in its construction, occupied by a 
class of persons incapable by reason of their malady from 
taking any care of the premises, requires an annual out- 
lay for its preservation.

PENITENTIARY. 


The report of the directors of the penitentiary, accom- 
panied with the reports made to the board by the super- 
intendent and other officers, furnishes a full exhibit of the 
management of the prison for the last two years. The 
sanitary condition is good, the superintendent having 
- given especial attention to the renovation and cleansing 
of the prison, as also to the personal habits of the prisoners. 
Only one death has occurred g the last year em- 
braced in the report. 

On the night of the 20th of April last, a fire occurred 
in shop No. 3, occupied by the Webster Wagon Company, 
(one of the contractors for prison labor,) resulting in a 
total loss of the shop and a damage to shop No. 2. 

Upon these shops there was an insurance to the amount 
of $5,795.00, payable to the state. As a large number of 
prisoners were thrown out of employment, by reason of 
the fire, it was thought best to immediately rebuild the 
shop burned and repair the damages to the other build- 
ings. The board immediately entered into contracts for 
that purpose, incurring an expense in rebuilding of 
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$6,256.63, and for shafting, pulleys and labor, of $1,166,82. 
For repairs on shop No. 2, $259.80, making in the aggre- 
gate $7,683.25. Of the insurance there was collected 
the sum of $4,636.00, leaving of the expenditure the sum 
of $3,043.25 to be provided for. One of the policies, 
amounting to $1,159.00, in the Home of Columbus, was 
not collected, owing to the company being in the hands of 
a receiver. It is believed, that a portion of this policy 
will yet be collected. 

. Whilst there was no direct authority for the board to 
ineur this expense, they were of opinion, in the exercise 
of a sound discretion, that the best interests of the state 
would be subserved by incurring the outlay, The pro- 
viding for a large number of prisoners, whose services 
had been contracted to the Webster Wagon Company, and 
who were necessarily thrown out of employment by the 
destruction of the shops, would have entailed a greater 
loss upon the state than the expense incurred in rebuild- 
ing. 

[ concur with the board in their action, and respect- 
fully request that the Legislature ratify their acts in the 
premises, and make provision for the sum expended over 
the insurance realized. l 

In consequence of the reduction of the number of pris- 
oners and the advance in the cost of provisions, the per 
capita ratio for subsistence has been increased during the

UNIVERSITY. 


The report of the Board of Regents of the University, 
accompanied with detailed statements of its manage- 
ment, is laid before you. i 

It is gratifying to report that this, the principal seat 


of learning in the state, is gradually gaining in popu- 


‘larity; that many of our young men desirous of obtain- 


ing a collegiate education, are now in attendance upon its 
schools, in preference to similar institutions in other 
states. | 

The catalogue for the scholastie years 1881-2 shows an 
inerease of students over former years, the number in 
attendance being 177. 

The number enrolled for the year 1882.3 is 138. This 
is-a larger number present at the commencement of the 
fall term than were ever present at the beginning of any 
scholastic year since the foundation of the institution. 

During the last winter the president was notified by the 


Secretary of War to return the arms and accoutrements 
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belonging to the United States, which had been furnished . 
for the use.of the cadets. Upon being notified of the or- 
der, I addressed a letter to the War Department, request- 
ing the order be recalled, as the state was not possessed 
of the kind of arms used by the cadets to supply their 
place, and a.compliance with the order would result in. 
disbanding the cadet corps. I was unable to have the 
order recalled., I concluded to purchase the arms, which 
was done, the amount being charged to the state’s dis- 
tributive share of military supplies furnished by the 
- United States Government: The report of the Adjutant 
General contains a list of the arms purchased and the 
amount charged for same.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH. 


The law establishing .the State Board of Health and 
regulating the practice of medicine and surgery, as amend- 
ed and and re-enacted last winter, has proved a wise act 
of legislation. It is admirably adapted to secure the 


protection of the lives, health, prosperity and happiness 


f 


x 
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of all classes of the people. It has met with the sanction 
of eminent sanitarians in other states, who have become 
acquainted with its provisions. Copies of the law have 
been requested by them, with a view of having it adopt- 
ed by their legislatures. 

"The law is now in force in every county of the state, 
and we may reasonably expect that its operations will 
prove of much benefit. The number of registered phy- 
sicians and surgeons to date of report is 1,041. Of 
these 958 are residents of the state, and the residue 


residents of adjoining states. 


Besides the careful protection of the interests of the ` 


life and health of the inhabitants of the state, the board 
is charged with the duty of investigating the causes of 
diseases occurring among the domestic animals. The 
value of this provision of the law was witnessed in Brooke 
county last summer, when, what is known as the South- 
ern cattle fever, made its appearance on several farms in 
that county. The prompt action of the state and county 
boards arrested the spread of the disease, and probably 
saved large sums of money to farmers of that locality, in 
the preservation of their stock from infection. 
PHARMACY. 

The Commissioners of Pharmacy have submitted a re- 
port of theif transactions under the amended act of 1882. 

It we from their report that there are 324 regis- 
ed pharmacists in the state, representing 105 cities and 
towns, in 43 of the counties. 


j 
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Nearly all the states of the Union have similar acts. 
Whilst the act has met with some opposition, yet it. has 
met with the approval of the druggists generally through- 
out the state, as also of all good citizens. It affords pro- 
tection to the citizen against the ignorant class of dispen- 
sers of drugs and medicines, and prevents the establish- 
ment of drug stores in our interior counties, whose prin- 
cipal object is to vend ardent spirits without, obtaining 
the license required by law. ` l 
The object-is a good one and the law should be con- 


tinued in force. 
MILITARY FORCE. 


The volunteer force of the state at this time consists 
of the Second Regiment, eight companies, and of four 
companies unattached, aggregating about 450 men. 

“The First Regiment, as also several unattached compa- 
nies, have disbanded since the last biennial report of the 
Adjutant General. 

The peace of the state has been preserved during the 
past year without the aid of the military. Whilst it is 
hoped that peace and order may still obtain in the state 
without its intervention, yet itis respectfully recommend- 
ed that such legislation should be enacted as will best se- 
cure an efficient organization of the volunteer militia. 

Your attention is called to the recommendations of the 
Adjutant General in his report on this subject. 

The Adjutant General also asks for an additional ap- 
propriation for copying the war records, |

With the report of the Adjutant General will be found 
his report as Librarian, giving the condition of the State 
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Library, and asking for a further appropriation for addi- 
tional books to be purchased. 


PENNSYLVANIA AND WEST VIRGINIA BOUNDARY LINE. 


In my message to the last Legislature, I called at- 
tention to the Acts of the Legislature of Pennsylvania, 
communicated to me by the Governor of the State, ap- 
propriating $4,000 for her proportion of the expenses in 
fixing the boundary line between, (bat state and West 
Virginia, and recommending that alike appropriation be 
made to defray our just proportion of said expenses. 

The Legislature, in the general appropriation bill, only 
appropriated $2,000. 

As the act of the Legislature of Pennsylvania appro- 
priating $4,000, for the purpose mentioned, was contin- 
vent upon the Legislature of this state appropriating a 
like sum, the authorities of Pennsylvania declined to en- 
ter upon the work. 

F. L. Hoge, Esq., one ofthe commission appointed by this 
state, has filed his report as secretary of the commission, 
with copies of the correspondence with the Pennsylvania 
commissioners, in which are stated the reasons why the 
work has not been prosecuted. These papers are trans- 
mitted for your consideration. 

It is important that this boundary line should be defin- 
itely fixed, and proper monuments placed thereon mark- 
ing its true location. I therefore respectfully recommend 
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that an additional appropriation be made so that there 
be no further delay in prosecuting the work. — >

IMMIGRATION. 


On the 14th day of March, 1879, the Legislature pass- 
ed an act entitled, “ An act authorizing the appointment 
of a state agent on immigration, and appropriating money 
for immigration purposes.” The act appropriated the 

* sum of $500 for the purposes therein mentioned, and Mr. 
C. E. Lutz, of Randolph county, who was named in the 


| 
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act as such commissioner, was duly commissioned by my 
predecessor. - 

Mr. Lutz-entered actively - upon the discharge of his 
duties, and from time to time reported to this department 
the results accomplished. Although the amount appro- 

- priated was small, yet Mr. Lutz, as appears by his re- 
ports, succeeded in settling in the state over 200 emi- d 
grants. No appropriation since 1879 has been made. 
That appropriation having long since been expended he 
has consequently been compelled to suspend labors in that 
direction.:

to make further settlement of emigrants in our midst 
without such necessary pecuniary aid as will make his ef- 
forts effectual. Ilay his report before you and request 
such consideration of its recommendations as is proper. 


CAPITOL BUILDING. 


There has been appropriated for the construction of the 
Capitol Building at Charleston, the sum of $134,000. Of 
this sum there has been paid on account of construction 
at the end of the last fiscal year, the sum of $78,732.60. 
Since the end of the fiscal year, there has been paid the 
additional sum of $16,536,23, making total payments on 
account of construction to this date of $95,268.83, leaving 
a balance of the appropriations unexpended of $38,731,17.

By the terms of the contract, the building is to be com- 
pleted and turned over to the Board of Publie Works on 
the first day of September, 1884. 

The work has progressed. satisfactorily so far, and will 
without doubt be completed by the time in the contract 
mentioned. As the time fixed for the completion and 
surrender of the building will occur before the meeting 
of another Legislature, and the contractors at the time 
fixed will be entiled to their pay, it is respectfully recom- 
mended that an appropriation be made by you to cover 
the residue of the contract price. 


CONCLUSION. 


The Hon. John H. Cunningham, delegate elect from 
the county of Braxton, having died since the election, I 
ordered a special election to be held on the 21st day of 
December, 1882, in the said county, to fill the vacancy oc- 
casioned by his death. . 

On the 16th day of December, 1882, the Hon. William 
A. Cooper, delegate elect from the county of Wood, re- 
signed his seat as such delegate by reason of ill health. 
À special election was ordered to be held in said county 
on the 4th day of January, 1883, to fill the vacancy. 

I hope no further vacancy will occur in either of your 
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respective bodies during your term of service; that hav- 
ing discharged the high trust committed to you, you may 
return to your respective families with health unimpair- 
ed, conscious of having performed your duties to the state 


and your constituencies faithfully and honestly.
